larceny and conspiracy hi connection with the affairs of ln< 
National Emergency Relief Society, whose ostensible, missioi 
was to provide comfort kits for soldiers.- Mrs. Story was pres- 
ident of the society and it is claimed lhat. much if not all of ihe 
money collected was diverted to the'use of her and her sons 
and a man who acted.as soliciting agent, the claim being lhat 
the latter pocketed 50 per cent in return for his labors. 


The matter has been under investigation for some time and 


has now been brought to a head. Mrs. Story, who has been 
director-general of Ihe Daughters of the American Revolution
